Policy Institute 
Remittances to Mexico, which totaled $24.5 
billion last year, increased to an annual average 


high of 19.1 percent between 2003 and 2006 


before a sharp slowdown in the first six months 
of 2007, the MPI analysis said. 

The new data, according to the think-tank, 
Call into question “the reputation of remittances 


as a-stable financial flow for Mexico.”

San Jose, CA — Stanford University professor, 
Dr. Al Camarillo, along with his wife, Susan, and 
three adult children, have been selected to receive 
the 2007 La Familia Award, the highest honor of the 
Hispanic Foundation of Silicon Valley presented to 
a family who has demonstrated exemplary commit- 
ment and volunteer service to the community.

When asked about receiving the La Familia 
Award, Al Camarillo says, “Receiving recogni- 
tion for the volunteer work we find so intrinsically 
rewarding to perform is an unexpected and over- 
whelming joy. If this recognition encourages other 
families to participate in public service, we will be 
even further fulfilled.” 

The youngest of six children, Dr. Camarillo 
grew up in one of the first Latino families to settle 
in Compton, California, and has seen firsthand the 
impact of segregation and poverty. From an early age, 
his parents instilled in him the value of education and 
sharing with those less fortunate. 

The Camarillo family has dedicated more than 
ten years to Shelter Network, a non-profit organiza- 
tion committed to providing housing and support 
services to homeless families and individuals along 
the Peninsula. Al Camarillo serves on the Shelter 
Network’s board of directors and has helped pilot 
a “Family to Family” program that encourages 
families to volunteer alongside other families living 
at the shelter. _ 

Dr. Camarillo also created a course at Stanford 
called “Poverty and Homelessness in America” to 
help infuse an awareness of these issues in students 
and create and sustain community service as part of 
campus living. 

‘Susan Camarillo, a school counselor at Crocker 
Middle School in Hillsborough, is a member of the 
Support Committee for Shelter Network’s Haven 
Family House in Menlo Park. She has helped coor- 
dinate shelter-events, holiday food baskets and other 
events, encouraging many to volunteer their time and 
demystifying homeless stereotypes in the process. 

Not unlike their parents, the Camarillo children 
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continue to make contributions to the communities 
in which they live and work. Jeffrey Camarillo, 28, 
works at a Compton middle school and is involved 
with the East Palo Alto Mural Art Project. Greg 
Camarillo, 25, a wide receiver with the San Diego 
Chargers, along with his brother Jeffrey, co-founded 
Charging Forward for Academic and Athletic Suc- 
cess, an organization they started to reward student 
success in the classroom and on the field. 

The youngest member of the Camarillo family, 
Lauren, is a second year student at UCLA. She cre- 
ated “Hip Hop Haven,” a program that teaches the 
art of dance and Hip-Hop to children being assisted 
by Shelter Network. In her first year at UCLA, she 
has been involved with UCLA UniCamp, the official 
student charity of the University of California Los 
Angeles, that inspires children from low-income 
families to énvision brighter futures. 

Lynnelle Bilsey, volunteer coordinator for 
Shelter Network, nominated the Camarillos for the 
La Familia Award and describes the Menlo Park fam- 
ily as “beacons of light that inspire and encourage

Los Angeles (EFE) — La 
congresista Hilda Solís y varios 
representantes consulares de países 
afectados recientemente por el 
paso de huracanes en México y 
Centroamérica pidieron al gobierno 
de EE.UU. y a grupos de apoyo 
que continúe la ayuda a los dam- 
nificados.

Nicaragua y Honduras, donde dejó 
un saldo preliminar de 130 muertos 
y 10,000 viviendas destruidas. 
“Por esa razón, introduje (el 
viernes pasado) la resolución HR642 
en la Cámara de Representantes que 
expresa apoyo y condolencias a las 
personas y gobiernos centroameri- 
canos, el Caribe y México que han 
sufrido por los huracanes “Dean”, 
“Félix” y “Henriette””, destacó la

El huracán “Henriette”, de ca- 
tegoría 1, se formó en el Pacífico y 
tocó tierra en la península mexicana 
de Baja California el 4 de septiem- 
bre donde dejó siete muertos.

La organización defensora de derechos 
humanos considera que esas normas 
pueden conducir a situaciones de acoso, 
ostracismo e incluso de: violencia hacia 
las personas que han sido condenadas 
por delitos sexuales, según un informe 
titulado “No Easy Answers: Sex Offender 
Laws in the United States”. 

HRW ha estudiado durante dos 
años políticas relacionadas con ese tipo 
de delitos, así como sus efectos en la 
comunidad, en los condenados y en sus 
familias. 

Jamie Fellner, Directora para 
EE.UU. de HRW, señaló que su orga- 
nización comparte el objetivo de proteger 
a los niños de los abusos sexuales, pero 
considera que las leyes actuales son de- 
ficientes. “Proteger a los niños requiere 
un enfoque más reflexivo y amplio de lo 
que los políticos han estado dispuestos 
a apoyar”, agregó, al difundirse el con- 
tenido del informe.

Incluirán en reforma constitucional 
venezolana reducir edad de votantes 


Caracas (EFE) — La reforma constitucional que será sometida a re- 
ferendo en diciembre incluirá la reducción de la edad para votar de 18 a 16 
años, indicó la presidenta de la Asamblea Nacional (AN), Cilia Flores.

practitioners.” 

According to Rothe, ADHD, 
which has two types, is caused by 
the deficit of two substances in the 
brain called norephenephrine and 
dopamine. ADHD is 5 to 9 times 
more common in males who are 
typically diagnosed with the pre- 
hyperactive type of ADHD as early 
as 3 Y to 4 years of age but females 
are also known to be affected usu- 
ally displaying symptoms of the 
Pre-inattentive type which for the 
most part goes unnoticed longer, 
usually until the 7th grade. 


Rothe says, “The technology to 
diagnose ADHD is still in its infancy 
stages and children are typically first 
diagnosed in schools by a teacher 
because these are children who have 
problems paying attention, staying 
in their seats, they do not have a 
long attention span to learn what 
is being taught and they are very 
impulsive.” 

“Parents should know that in 
the American public school system 
they are entitled to demand an eval- 
uation. Public schools are obligated 
to provide what’s called an IEP an 
interdisciplinary educational plan 
free of cost if the child is suspected 
of having ADHD.” 

ADHD is also partly genetic, 
with a strong hereditary component 
usually stemming from the father. 
The condition can also develop 
during a child’s 9-month gestation 
period in a mother’s womb as a re- 
sult of the mother engaging in bad 
habits such as poor nutrition and 
smoking during pregnancy. Once a 
child is born a low birth weight, less 
than 7 pounds, or preemie-babies 
can also lead to the development of 
this disorder. 

Still Rothe urges parents to take 
action by saying; “This is a medi- 
cal condition and there are medical 
treatments. 

It affects children who are 
highly intelligent and they can have 
full lives and develop to their full 
potential if treated. 

If insured consult the pediatri- 
cian or primary doctor to obtain 
help, early intervention is key.”

En 1821, Centroamérica de- 
claró su independencia de España, 
la cual se hizo efectiva el 15 de 
septiembre de ese año.

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The Heroes of the Independence

Much has been written about 
the courageous men that, put- 
ting their personal interests aside, 
launched a dangerous adventure: 
freeing the country from foreing 
dominion. Mexico had been ruled 
by the Spanish Crown for three 
centuries. Mexicans have much in 
common with Spani (to begin 
with the language) but the strong 
influence of the native cultures was 
decisive. These had been developing 
and progressing for over 3,000 years 
and reached a point where they con- 


stituted some of the most important. 


civilizations of the planet. 

With the mixture of races, a 
group that gradually increased in 
number until it became a majority, 


the Mexicans, soon acknowledged 
the privileges that the Spanish 
nationals enjoyed over them. Be- 
ing Spanish was a determinant 
advantageous factor to enable a 
person's access to the highest ci- 
vilian, military and ecclesiastical 
positions; but members of a group 
called the creole (American born 
child of a native Spanish couple) 
had to limit their aspirations; not 
to mention the mixed or half breed, 
who were considered a plague and 
given a humbling treatment. The 
native indians occupied the lowest 
level of the social pyramid, that had 
a caste system in Spanish colonies, 
established with the intention to 
create divisions within society and 
avoid separatist movements.

The system worked perfectly 


well for the Royal interests until the 


Ilustration, born in France and ex- 
ported to the rest of the world, began 
to blow with binds of freedom. 

In Mexico,-a group of intel- 
lectuals began having reunions to 
criticize the regime in 1808; later 
on, they started planning the means 
of achieving the country's indepen- 
dence. This didn’t happen in Mexico 
City but in Queretaro (150 miles 
from Mexico) -and in some small 
villages such as “Dolores,” located 
in the state of Guanajuato. The par-

ish priest of this little town was 
doctor Miguel Hidalgo y Costilla, 
who was a creole with a notorious 
sagacity and intelligence. He had 
been the director of the prestigious 
San Nicolas de Valladolid school, 
one of the most important of its

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time. A frend of progres, he had

without giving much importance to 
his status or position. His personal- 
ity was the aim of criticism from the

When the year 1810 arrived, 
the Illustration was a culminating 
point in this continent. The works of 
Rosseau, Diderot, Danton and many 
other scholars, gained popularity in

The plans of these leaders 
were pretty simple; they wanted 
to declare independence form the 
motherland in some specific is- 
sues, especially the removal of the 
Spanish from their high positions; 
but conserving Ferdinand the VII 
as king, paca with members of 
the provinces of New Spain would 

t him. 

The leader and promotor of the 
movement was Miguel Hidalgo, who 
thought of good excuses to obtain all 
kind of arms aad = Pp 
military equipmen 
his ranches. He was, wit without doubt, 
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was building up in these reunions 
and revealed the plans to authori- 
ties; and, not being aware that he 
was one of them, the Viceroy gave 
Dominguez the “corregidor” posi- 
tion similar to a Major) instructions 
to conduct an investigation and to 
have the responsible arrested. 

Dominguez was overwhelmed 
in panic and, to avoid being linked 
to the movement, decided to carry 
out the orders. Fortunately, his wife 
found out soon enough and, without 
her husband’s consent, had a mes- 
senger deliver the news all the way 
to San Miguel, where Allende was 
informed and everyone else had a 
chance to save themselves.

The quick message worked, Al- 
lende and Aldama went to the small 
town of Dolores, arriving early in 
the morning of September 16th, 
waking the priest up, informing and 
warning him. Hidalgo discussed the 
matter, then showing great determi- 
nation, said: “gentlemen, there is no 


way out other hs going out and 


capturing Spani 
That way, oy the e bd village of 


Dolores was the start-point of the 
liberty movement; and September 
the 16th is considered an heroic 
date that has to be commemorated 
by every Mexican. 

The war took ten years and 
neither Hidalgo, nor Allende, nor 
Abasolo would see the achieve- 
ment of their plans. Glory to the 


. heroes that gave us a country and 


its freedom!= 
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
